The sand is piled up near the 
foundry parking lot and ready to 
go long before the first wintery 
blast. 


This year the streets were ag- 
ain sanded quickly when the ice 
formed. That was last Thursday, 
December 2nd. - 

Harry Simmons, who has 
charge of getting the sand and 
seeing that it is distriuted, says 
it takes plenty.

THE CITY will buy about 200 
yards of sand from a pit on the 
Goldie Sommerville farm. 

It’s mixed with chloride at the 
pit and then moved downtown 
where it is piled for ready use. 
The chloride keeps it from free- 
zing and makes it easy to shovel 
when needed.

about 200 yards of sand and 50 


tons of chloride on the streets, 
The chloride is stored in bags in

State game workers estimated 


_at the conclusion of the regular 


firearm deer season that hunters 
took as many or more deer from 
upper peninsula woodlands. this 
year as they did last year. 


In the northern lower penin- 


‘sula, hunting pressure was down 


21 percent and hunting success 
was off 23 percent from last 
year, the estimate showed. 


. The conservation workers em- 
phasized, however, that these re- 
ports were early, tentative and 
subject to later correction. 

If correct, however, the esti- 
mate means that 26,000 or more 
deer were taken in the upper pe- 
ninsula and 32,000 in the north- 
ern lower peninsula. 


The estimate was based. on 


-traffic counts taken during the 


season.
